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ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


A GERMAN VIEW.

Bot: not only have the tourists gone, but 
sv some other very important guests have left 
Suypt tor home; 2,000 men of the Army of Oc- 
ypation with their commandant Major-General 
Slade, have been withdrawn and are not going 
+o be replaced. This step will surprise all those 
sho are interested in Egypt. Why! fancy, 
iving upEgypt just now when Rassia is weak- 
ced by her defeats and France intriguing to 
set hold of Morocco ? Since the bombardment 
¢ Alexandria and the crashing of the insurrec- 
» under Arabi Pasha, England has done 
everything in her power to prepare and to 
strengthen her dominion over Egypt. All the 
Government officials are Englishmen. Just as 
ord Cromer is the adviser (by compulsion) of 
-he Khedive so each Minister and even high 
vative official is assisted- by an Englishman, 
alled “Adviser,” who does his work for him, 
‘st the real Ministers bave nothing else to 
to but to receive high salaries and to sign the 
jocuments put before them by their advisers. 
But to do them justice it must be acknow- 
ledged that these Advisers and their adjutants 
lave obtained wonderful results. This country, 
which 20 years ago was entirely ruined, suffer- 
ing from all sorts of material and moral 
wrnts, is today one of the most flourishing 
aid even richest countries of the world. 
Though the’ Egyptians hate the English as 
the conquerors of their land, yet they freely 
acknowledge that they owe them their pros- 
perity and freedom. Fur the English have 
loyally advanced the country without in the 
last uuching at the religious basis of the 
Egyptians. Lake the ancient Pharaoh they 
iave conducted the waters of the Nile over 
wide stretches of desert land, transforming 
‘hem ito tue must fertile ground. Not only 
tue Delta, bat the whole valley of the 
Niue ap to the Sudan, has been turned 
tirst-rate soil which yearly produces 
t class crops uf cotton, sugarcane, corp, 
drab and beans. ‘Thousands of acres 
« wrenched from the desert every year and 
turued into cultivated land, which gives rich 
results after two years. ‘The fellaheen, for- 
meérly so miserable, are now well off, inas- 
much as the fertility of the soil’ has been 
" greatly increased by irrigation. People, who 
z0 years ago did not possess more than 
few acres of barren land, have become rich, 
_nd the number of millionaires in Egypt is 
vteat. Other new schemes for multiplying the 
-eneticial action of the Nile have been worked, 
especially so as regards the Sudan, over which 
England is extending her benevolent sway. 
(ireater comfurt in the big towns is the 
natural result of the increased wealth of the 
inhabitants. England has proved in Egypt 
that Islamigm is no serious obstacle to the 
prosperous development of a country, and 
that only blind fanaticism prevents progress, 
as for instance in Tarkey, It is for that 
reason that the Sultan and his Government 
try with all their might to prevent Turks 
from coming to Egypt; so that they may 
not see how thriving a Mohamedan country 
can be under-a frea and wise rule, and that 
they may not enlighten their friends and 
fellow countrymen. Nevertheless there exists 
quite a numerous colony of Turksin Egypt 
consisting of former officers, officials, physi- 
claus, ete, who have been obliged to 
leave their country and have fied hither 
frm a distant province to which they had 
. beet banished. They are mostly intelligent 
young men who might have been of great 
service to Turkey, and who grieve in a foreign 
country over their own ill-fated native land. 
Nobody will be simple enough to believe 
that England has made all these efforta fot 
nothing else but the beautiful eyes of the 
Egyptians. All her tactics show that England 
is establishing slowly but surely her dominion. 
More new officials are brought out continually 
from England or the colonies, new and well 
paid billets are always being found for English- 
men, whilst foreign officials are neglected and 
induced to leave the Egyptian service. 
‘The English exclude the other nationalities, 
especially the Germans, with the greatest care 
and jealousy from all Government functions. 
In every department, in every office they have 
their people who keep them informed about 
overything. Only. Englishmen are raised in 
position and salary, with the exception, perhaps, 
of a few Frenchmen. English firms supply all 
the different administrations with their goods. 
They send for the railway engines, carriages, 
rails, ete, to England. English firms furnish 
e materials for the telephones and telegraphs. 
It is only for private .enterprises that foreign 
‘irms are able to get an order. From all these 
ueiderations it is evident that England does 
stonly intend taking definitive possession of 
J.zypt, but that she also tries to make the 
policy of the open door more and more difficul: 
to the other nations. When is the annexatior 
to take place? It may seem surprising, after 
what bas been said, that England has reduce? 
her garrison-yust now and at such a moment, 
an this step seems to contradict the 
above-mentioned line of policy. But this 
contradiction is only superficial, England 
knows very well what she intends doing. Just 
as England promotes the material develoy 
ment of the country so she works steadily a' 
the intellectual education of the Egyptians 
‘They are to learn to think and to feel lik: 
Englishmen. The Jesuits, the Fréres des 
Ecoles’Chrétiennes, the Lezarists and other 
French missions see with great rorrow that 
their beantifal French language is being 
neglected, and that their schools are less 
flourishing, while the young Arabs, Syrians, 


2 
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bave left so much liberty of movement to the 
inhabitants that even in European States 
such freedom is seldom found. A nation, that 
for centuries had lived in misery and slavery, 
that had known nothing besides the doctrine 
of Islam, that had been oppressed by its 
potentates and viceroys,and on which of a sad- 
den freedom, wealth, and liberal institations 
have been bestowed, must necessarily become 
“exalté.” And if we take into account that 
the very important Italian and Greek colonies 
formerly oppressed the Arabs and ill-treated 
them brutally with the whip, and that now 
they are obliged to consider them, if not their 
superiors, at least their equals, one arrives 
easily at the conclusion that a great fermenta- 
tion exists between these different elements 
which daily gives rise to brawls. Actually the 
hatred of the Egyptian for these two nations 
in particular and for all Christians in general 
has grown so intense that a sadden explosion 
would be quite possible. There are people 
who pretend that to prevent such an outbreak 
would ran counter to the policy of England. 
Another insurrection of the Egyptians would 
be considered a proof that Egypt is incapable 
of governing herself, and England would have 
a pretext of occupying Egypt once more, and 
this time for good and all. 


deprecates the writer's theory as to this 
Machiavellian policy of England in redacing 
the Army of Occupation and remarks :—Such 
a pretext does not seem to be required, as 
the English have already too well established 
their rule in this country and nobody could 
disturb them in their possession.
